vA'noN OF GRAPES.—-To preserve 


grapu in the autumn and winter is an ob- 
ject of much importance. 
A distinguished 


French horticulturist, M. Rose Chfrmeux, 
S 


ives the following simple recipe in the 
oumalnf yuiefranctie:—Leave the bun- 


ches on the vine as long as the frost wi!l 
permit, (in his neighhorliood, till the end 
ef October. Tliis, of course, must depend 
on latitude and exposure.) 
Before they are 


touched by the frost, cut each bunch with 
a pfece of the branch five or six internodes 
(joints) in length, three or four of the joints 
above the bunch ol grapes. Cover the 
upper extremity of the twig with grafting 
wax to prevent the evaporation' of the fluids 
still in the fibrous tissue. 
Each bunch be- 


ing thus prepared, the lower extremity of 
the twig is -inserted in a small vial filled 
with waier, to which is added five grammes 
(a good sized tea'spoonful) of pulverized 
charcoal. 
In this charcoal lies the entire 


secret of success. Cover the mouth of the 
bottle with wax and the preparation is 
terminated. Then take a narrow strip or 
board, bore holes in it between three and 
four inches apart and of a proper size to 
hold the vials firmly. Attach this rack to 
the sides of the fruit room and place the 
vials in it. 
Care must be taken to cut ofl 


the grapes which begin to decay with a 
pair of scissors, and to keep the tempera- 
ture of the room above the freezing point. 
In this way, Chasselas grapes may be 
preserved in 
France 
till May, 
The 


method of pruning the vine renders this 
mode of preserving the grape more feasi- 
ble in France than in the United States; 
hut in many cases the twigs may be taken 
off with bunches of grapes without injury 
to the vines; and the small expense of the 
vials, rack, &c., can be no objection.
